The following signed appeal has been 


issued: 


"To the American People: Seventeen 


days after the storm at CJalveston. it is 
still impossible to accurately estimate the 
loss of life and property. It is known 
that the d«-ad in the city will number at 
least 0,000 or approximately one-sixth of 
the census population. The island and 
adjacent mainland will add perhaps 2,000 
to this number. Actual property damage 
is incalculable iu precise terms, but we 
have the individual losses and losses in 
public property, such as paving, water- 
works, schools, hospitals, churches, etc., 
which will easily amount to $30,000,000. 
This estimate takes no account of the di- 
rect and indirect injury to business. 
Along the beach front upward of 2,0><M) 
houses by actual map count were totally 
destroyed.

Habits of the Toad. 


It is remarkable that the toad, lo\ ing 


water as it does, should wander away from 
watery regions to dry groundf-where it tan 
never see n drop of water except at rain 
time and l»».ve its wnter rights to tbg undis- 
puted possession of its ranal neighbor the 
frog. 
How tho toad loves water must bo 


known to every garden lover. 
Whenever 


there is a. shower tho creature leaves its cool 
retreat under the piazza or shed and stands 
as far as Its fore legs'will let it, ereet in 
the rain, apparently enjoying to tfio utmost 
the shower hath. 


Whenever they are near the water at 


breeding time they deposit long, slimy 
strings of eggs, and the young toad has to 
go through the tadpole stago in common 
with his brother frog. But when they ar,o 
wholly excluded by distance from the wa 
tor, they seem to have th« power of being 
•viviparous, or bringing forth their young 
alive. In the water, fertilization is effect- 
ed in the same manner as in fishes, but the 
method in the land life career is not 
known. About all that is known is that 
confined toads are found with little toads, 


j. no larger than house flics, about them after 


a time, and in walled" gardens and places 
far removed from water little toads, no 
larger than peas, wandering around on 
their own resources, and which could 
never have been tadpoles, arc •within com- 
mon experience.—'Meeharr's Motathly.

Ccrlons IJttlc Animals Found In tho 


Western Part of tho Empire. 


The horse has become bo thoroughly 


flomcstlcuted in all parts of the world that 
reully wild representatives of the spoeirs 
are extremely rare. There still exist m 
parts of Hungary partially wild horses, 
but these when captured young may bo 
broken in and put to harness with as much 
readiness as horses reared on a farmstead. 
It is, however, far different with tho wild 
horses of the Tartars, which are untanv 
able and will not live in captivity. 


During Ills journey through western 


China, G. E. Gruin Qrizmallo met with a 
wild horse in the Dzungarian desert, and 
after much trouble succeeded in securing 
two specimens, though neither of them 
were taken alive. The herds are extremely 
cautious, and it was only by the utmost 
patience and cunning that the explorers 
were able to conceal themselves near 
enough to a small salt lake where the 
horses came to drink to shoot a couple of 
them. Tho wild horse has something In 
common with tho Altai, Caucasian and 
Finnish ponies. It is of short stature— 
1.1(1 meters high—has n broad chest and 
back, a short, massive neck and fine legs, 
as elegant as those of a race horse, ending 
with broad hoofs. 


The head is rather heavy in comparison 


to the body, but tho wide forehead is hand- 
some, the line from tho forehead to tho 
nose straight apd the upper lip covers tho 
lower one 
The upper part of the tail has 


the color of the body, but is black at the 
point, and, like that oi tho wild ass, is not 
intircly covered with hair. 
Tho mane be- 


ins in front of tho cars, tho longest hairs 
being in its middle part. It is black in 
:olor and hangs over to the left.

icantiuess of hair about the body the wild 
iiorse rather resembles tho Tekke Turco- 
man horse, but the killed specimens had 
a strange looking pair of whiskers, about, 
our centimeters long.—Pittsbnrg Dis- 
patch.

They were turned into 


stores and anything that could be rented, 
and now along Wobnsh avenue and State 
street the change has brought with it 
strange and grotesque happenings. At 
one stately old houso a clog hospital is in 
full blast, and signs depicting dogs in dif- 
ferent stapes of distress aro plastered on 
tho wall. In tho next square n veterinary 
surgeon holds forth in a venerable pile 
where years ago one of tho most noted 
citizens of Chicago lived.
